3. To hear the reports of selectmen and other 
town officers and pass any vote relating thereto. 


4. To bring forward your ballots for the election 
of Delegates at Large, Alternate Delegates at Large, 
Delegates and Alternate Delegates to the National Con- 
vention of the various political parties to be held to 
nominate party candidates for President and Vice 
President of the United States. 


5. To raise and appropriate money to maintain 
highways and bridges, and for removal of snow and 
sanding roads. 


6. To see if the town will vote to accept State 
Aid Construction of Class V roads and raise and appro- 
priate or set aside for said purpose the sum of $116.72 
— the State to contribute $466.86. 


7. To raise and appropriate money to maintain 
street lights. 


8. To raise and appropriate money for support of 
fire department. 


9. To raise and appropriate money for town 
library purposes, 


10. To raise and appropriate money for Town 
Poor, Old Age Assistance, and Soldiers’ Aid. 


11. To raise and appropriate money for Memorial 
Day. 


_ 12. To raise and appropriate money for cemeter- 
ies. 


13. To see what action the town will take regard- 
ing employment of our soldiers as they are mustered 
out of the armed forces. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $400.00 for white pine blister rust 
control in cooperation with the state forestry and 
recreation department, and thereby receive the usual 
state aid. 


15. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $52.56 to the White Mountains 
Region Association for its program of advertising, 
etc., as a part of the cooperative investment by regional 
towns. (By request.) 


16. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate as a bonus for Dr. F. J. 
Kasheta. 


17. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the Seeva Speare Memorial Hospital of 
Plymouth, N. H. (By request.) 


18. To see if the town will vote to grant a dis- 
count on property taxes of 1944 and determine date 
and percentage of same. 


19. To authorize the selectmen to hire money in 
anticipation of taxes. 


20. To see if the town will vote to rescind Article 
17 and_ Amendment thereto passed at the 1941 town 
meeting which authorized the selectmen to sell real 
estate acquired by tax collectors’ deeds by public auc- 
tion or by private sale only to owners of property at 
time town acquired property for not less than accrued 
taxes and interest. And pass another vote authorizing 
selectmen to dispose of such property by private sale 
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or public auction. Said vote to remain in force until 
rescinded at some future meeting. 


21. To authorize the selectmen to distribute in- 
ventory blanks at the time of property appraisal. Said 
vote to remain in force until rescinded at some future 
town meeting. 


22. To raise and appropriate money for other town 
charges. 


23. To see if the town will vote to petition the 
State Tax Commission to have an audit made by the 
Municipal Accounting Division and raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to cover the expenses of such 
audit. 


24. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting.
